with defense counsel. Assistant Federal Public Defender Tony Axam, who indicated that he would 
also need an enlargement of time for the filing of defendant's memorandum. Counsel agreed that we 
would be able to file these memoranda by July 3, 2006, which is still well in advance of the 
September 6, 2006, sentencing date. 
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Accordingly, the goveratnent requests that the Court grant this motion and sign the attached 
proposed Order allowing the parties until July 3, 2006, for filing memoranda in aid of sentencing.
